HRAC supply Bike Hike

EPA Hams Participate in 
Homeland Security Training 
Program Grant-——Five EPA hams 
have been selected to participate in 
the initial group being provided 
training under a grant from the 
Corporation for National and 
Community Service. Each student 
will complete the ARRL Level 1 
Emergency Communications 
Training Course. 


Those selected included Susan 
Graybill, KB3EVC, York, Charles 
Greiner, NW3L, Camp Hill, PA, 
John Holmes, WX3W, Bath, Bob 
Josuweit, WA3PZO, Philadelphia, 
Chris Snyder, NG3F, Selinsgrove. 
Each person will be available to 
offer training in their portion of the 
section. It is hoped to have 
individuals training to be mentors 
and teachers in all areas of Eastern 
Pennsylvania. 


Graybill, is the coordinator of a 
newly designed emergency 
communications system for 
hospitals in York and Adams 
Counties. This system is called 
HEARS, Hospital Emergency 
Amateur Radio System. The 
communications network would be 
used if there was a disaster or other 
communications failure at the 
hospitals. Graybill also hopes to 
expanding the program to other 
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nearby counties. 


Greiner is active with several 
programs in the Harrisburg area. 


Holmes is the Skywarn Coordinator 
for Lehigh and Northampton 
Counties. He also serves on the 
Skywarn Technical Committee of 
the National Weather Service in Mt. 
Holly, N.J. 


Josuweit, a current Assistant 
Section Manager, and former 
Section Emergency Coordinator, 
will assist with training 
Philadelphia hams as they work on 
rebuilding their emergency 
communications program. 


Snyder is the ARRL Amateur Radio 
Emergency Coordinator for Snyder 
County. 


ARRL, which received $181,900, 
was among several dozen nonprofit 
organizations designated to receive 
some $10.3 million in federal 
money to boost homeland defense 
volunteer programs. 


"Ham radio will certainly be part of 
the fabric of homeland defense and 
Amateur Radio operators have 
always been of the mindset that 
they want to do something for their 
country," says ARRL president Jim 
Haynie. "This grant is the 
opportunity for them to get started 
on it right away." 


During the grant year, 
approximately 1,700 FCC licensed 
Amateur Radio operators will have 
the chance to register for free to 
take ARRL’s Emergency 
Communications Course. Several 
factors will determine if ARRL will 
receive the requested federal money 
to expand this national program for
